Summary

On October 23, 2015, Trico Electric Cooperative, inc. (“Trico” or “Company”) filed an
application with the Arizona Corporation Commission (“Commission”) for an increase
in total revenues of $2,182,076, or 2.49 percent. Among other things, Trico is propos-
ing to modify its Net Metering Tariff and increase its monthly charge from $15.00 to
$20.00. Under the energy rates as proposed by the Gompany, an average residential
customer using 837 kWh would see a monthly increase of $1.96, from $116.84 to
$118.80, or 1.68 percent. A customer’s bill depends on monthly energy consumption,
A CUSTOMER USING LESS OR MORE ENERGY THAN THE AVERAGE WOULD EXPERI-
ENCE A SMALLER OR LARGER INCREASE.

4. A statement certifying that you have served a copy of the request to intervene on
the utility or its attorney and all other parties of record in the case; and

5. Ifyou are not represented by an attorney who is an active member of the Arizona
State Bar, and you are not representing yourself as an individual, sufficient
information and any appropriate documentation to demonstrate compliance with
Arizona Supreme Gourt Rules 31, 38, and 42, as applicable.

The granting of motions to intervene shall be governed by A.A.C. R14-3-105, except
that all motions to intervene must he filed on or before March 18, 2016. If represen-
tation by counsel is required by Arizona Supreme Court Rule 31, intervention will be
conditioned upon the intervencr obtaining counse! te represent the intervenor.

If you do not intervene in this proceeding, you will not recelve further notice of the
proceedings in this docket. However, all documents filed in this docket are avail-
able online (usually within 24 hours after docketing) at the Commission’s website
Www.azee.gov using the e-Docket function, located at the bottom of the website
homepage.
